Sixteen million, eight 
hundred thousand dollars are being spent on 
new, modern school buildings. In every moun- 
tain county modern school buildings are be- 
ing built. The remarkable thing about this is 
that our counties themselves have more than 
matched the state funds which were made 
possible by the legislature two years ago and 
by the bond issue. Our mountain counties are 
receiving from this state aid program $7,487,- 
000, and in addition, they have voted bonds on 
themselves totaling $9,337,000. 

The education of children is of such vast 
imvortance to the future of a community that 
this school program promises tremendous im- 
provement in every respect to our mountain 
counties.

mountains supported this school program by 
voting the state bonds, and then many of our 
counties have followed this up by voting ad- 
ditienal bonds for supplements to state funds. 
A recent publication by a professor at Co- 
lumbia University shows that as the educa- 
tional level of a community rizes the pros- 
perity of the community rises. As the edu- 
cational level rises, there is more buying pow- 
er and more consumption of goods. In other 
words, if you want to improve the community 
or if you want to increase its prosperity, the 
first thing to do is to give better education 
to the boys and girls. The mountain counties 
of North Carolina are now building these 
modern school buildings to bring a better day 
to Western North Carolina.

The Next Step For Our Schools 


The next step for our schools is to keep 
right behind them and try to see that our 
children are offered the very best curriculum 
and the very best of teaching. Very often a 
community will have a burst of enthusiasm 
and vote the money for modern school build- 
ings and then almost forget about the schools. 
Now the thing for us citizens to do is to keep 
right behind our schools and see to it that 
our children are given the best general edu- 
cation and the best technical education possi- 
ble. We want to make our schools in the 
mountains of North Carolina the very best in 
the United States. This can be done if we 
citizens encourage the superintendents, the 
principals and the teachers. The majority 
of the young people going to our public schools 
in the mountains will never go on into college. 
It is especially necessary then that we give 
them the best general education and the best 
technical education possible in cur own pub- 
lic elementary schools and high schools. We 
will need laboratories in the schools and shops 
for manual training, and in each county we 
shou'd try to mesh some school courses with 
the industries in that county. Industries will 
want to cooperate in this program. Also, we 
want to encourage the schools to use visual 
aids in such a way as to increase the amount 
and variety of education that can be given 
the boys and girls. 

The school authorities need the sunport and 
enthusiasm of the citizens of the community 
Let’s actively encourage our school boards, 
school superintendents, principals, teachers 
and P.T.A.’s and encourage them to keen im- 
proving our schools. 


Grass Farming 

Ladino clover and orchard grass or fescue 
offers us the chance to get going with grass 
farming here in the mountains. Grass ensil- 
age is proving a palatable and nutritious feed. 
When our first crop of hay is ready for cut- 
ting here in the mountains, we usually have 
considerable rain, and it is frequently difficult 
to save the hay. It can all be saved by putting 
it in the silo. This grass ensilage makes a 
succulent feed for the cows when pastures 
commence to dry up in August and September. 


A seed bed has to be carefully prepared be- 
fore a farmer can have success with getting 
Ladino elover and orchard grass started, and 
it takes careful preparation to get a good 
stand of alfalfa. But these two crons pay in a 
big way, and they will pay even better when 
the farmer is ready to make ensilage out of 
the Ladino or alfalfa. This kind of grass 
farming is just suited to our mountain farms. 
By following grassland farming it looks as if 
we can maintain about three times as many 
head of livestock as we thought we could 20 
years ago. Grassland farming means that we 
can raise beef or pork more cheaply and pro- 
duce milk more cheaply. And at the same 
time we are protecting our soil from the run- 
off of soil which has been so costly in the 
past.

The Crusade For Freedom

The 
Crusade for Freedom enables us all to parti- 
cipate in a hard hitting campaign aimed at 
carrying the message of American freedom to 
the satelite countries which Russia is terror- 
izing today.

The 
dressed should be well 
fleshed, free from pin feathers, 
and of a desirable color and tex- 
ture. For economy of chick pro- 
duction the parent stock should 
be capable of laying large num- 
bers of eggs which will hatch well. 

Work is underway at North Car- 
olina State College under the di- 
rection of E. W. Glazener and W 
L. Blow to develop such a broiler 
bird. This research is devoted pri- 
marily to the development of hy- 
brid poultry, but other techniques 
are being utilized to breed birds 
which are specialized for broiler 
production. One of the great weak- 
nesses of our present broiler strains 
is their inability to lay at a rapid 
rate over a long period of time 
The Experiment Station is now 
testing an inbred line of New 
Hampshires which has been de- 
veloped period of seven 
years by mating such closely relat- 
ed birds as brother to sister and 
father to daughter. Males from 
tiis line show promise of increas- 
ing egg production of their off- 
spring from 10 to 15 percent with- 
out causing any decline in growth 
rate when crossed with other broil- 
er lines of New Hampshires, It 
may be that the broiler bird of the 
future will be a hybrid, if these

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The Broiler Industry has grown 
from the horse and buggy days in 
Western North Carolina during the 
past year and is keeping pace with 
the modern age of farming. 

We used to think that if a farm- 
er had 1,000 broilers that he was 
really in the business. 
find that here in Western North 
Carolina we have some growers 
who are feeding 32,000 at one 
time. What is the meaning of this? 
It means that these farmers are 
seeing the need to produce broil- 
ers in volume to really make a 
living out of the chicken business 

Our thinking now is to shoot for 
a goal of 5,000 and up. For with 
just a little more help and equip- 
ment 5,000 can be taken care of 
just as easily as 1,000. 

Following are some ideas or 
musts in staying in the broiler 
business as given by Ernest Walk- 
er, Field Representative in charge 
of the Farmers Federation broiler 
program.

Housing 
Ernest states tnat in working 
over Western North Carolina he 


has seen defferent types of broiler 
houses being used. Log houses, 
converted cow barns, old dwelling 
houses, sheds, concrete block 
houses, and houses built especially 
for producing broilers. He has seen 
broilers grown out in all types sat- 
isfactorily, but if a person is going 
into the broiler industry to make a 
living, then he should build a 
house that is suited for his enter- 
prise. 

A good house is one constructed 
of concrete or cinder blocks, then 
you have a house that is insulated 
against the cold in the winter and 
against the heat in the summer. 
Aluminum roofing is recommend- 
ed for the roof as it cuts down on 
heat lost in the winter and re- 
flects the sun rays in the summer. 

Water Supply 

A good source of fresh water is 
one of the secrets of efficient broil- 
er growing. Here is Western

the most economical and yet very 
practical system is gravity. Let- 
ting the water run through the 
house continuously Instead of 
using regular pipe, use v-trough 
guttering. This is much cheaper 
and then it provides a watering 
fountain for the birds in the house. 
If your place does not have gravi- 
ty water then install a pump for, 
with 5,000 or more broilers, 
need plenty of water

Feeders 

Feeders are one piece of equip- 
ment that should be carefully con- 
sidered before putting them in the 
house. Walker states that he has 
seen about as much feed on the 
floor as went through the birds. 
With the old type wooded feed- 
ers, it has been found that one 
fourth pound of feed is wasted ev- 
ery day from a five foot homemade 
trough feeder. Figure 10,000 broil- 
ers with 18 five foot feeders per 
and you can easily see 
the saving made, or over one and 
one half tons of feed saved per 10, 
000 birds.

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UR Gardening motto for Sep- 

tember and all other fall 
months should be: Do every thing 
possible this fall rather than put 
it off until spring. This is espec- 
ially true of fall planting, for there 
are very few things which may not 
be planted just as well in the fall 
as in the spring. So why not make 
use of the more settled weather 
and more leisure time? 

New iz the time to revamp the 
garden and profit by the mistakes 
which are fresh in your mind. Make 
most of the changes needed for 
another year, the plants needing 
dividing, the gaps in the flower 
border that need to be filled, and 
the new plants to be added. Look- 
ing ahead to next spring’s bloom is 
so very important and we should 
make use of each fall month to get 
some bulbs or perennials planted. 

Flowering Bulbs 

This month we start with the 
early flowering bulbs such as the 
Narcissus or daffodil and the num- 
erous small bulbs such as crocus, 
grape hyacinth, snowdrops, chiono- 
doxa, and Scillas. The latter I 
have found most satisfactory, us- 
ing them in groups in the spring 
bor'er with pansies and primroses. 
They come in lavender, blue, pink 
and white, are very hardy and mul- 
tiply rapidly. 

All these smaller bulbs are more 
effective planted in mass groups, 
in the border, in front of shrubbery 
or wall, in rock gardens, or natura- 
lized under trees. This is especially 
true of daffodils, which are ideal 
for naturalistic planting. Garden 
with bulbs! Nothing will contrib- 
ute more to the glory of spring 
than the bulbs you plant this fall. 

Peony Care 

September is also peony plant- 


ing time in case old plants have to 
be moved or new ones put in. In 
either case, care should be taken 
in not planting too deep, covering 
the top most eye not over two 
inches, for, often, that is the reason 
they fail to bloom. Since peonies 
are such permanent pevennials and 
resent moving, the soil where they 
are to be planted shouid be deeply 
worked and plenty of organic mat- 
ter and bone meal or superphos- 
phate dug into it, and plenty of 
water supplied. 

If you are putting in any new 
peonies, try some of the single 
Japanese varieties with big fluffy 
centers that have great charm, and 
stand up under spring rains much 
better than the heavy double va- 
rieties. This fall as the foliage 
turns brown, be sure to cut off 
old stalks below soil level and de- 
stroy, as disease often harbors in 
these dead stalks. 

Dividing perennials and making 
over borders may begin this month 
and continue through October, af- 
ter frost has killed the annuals 
that may have been planted among 
the perennials. 

Transplant and keep growing 
pansies and other plants shown in 
July and August, so that they will 
be ready to put into their perma- 
nent places in late fall. 

Fall is the best time for plant- 
ing lilacs, and this month, is a good 
time for moving coniferous ever- 
greens, provided they are kept 
thoroughly watered. 

It is also time to give thought to 
what has to be done to the house- 
plants before they are brought in- 
doors the last of the month. Some 
will need repotting, and all will 
need cleaning up and careful ex- 
amination for pests. Cuttings

should be made of tender, bedding 
plants like coleus, sultanas, begon- 
ias and geraniums that have been 
used in the porch boxes or in out- 
door beds. Be sure to bring in 
Christmas cactus, and Poinsettia 
plents before the nights begin to 
get cool, which is often the cause 
of the latter dropping its leaves. 


Lawn Care 

Perhaps, though, the most im- 
portant September job is lawn 
care, as this is the best month in 
the year to make a new lawn or 
repair an old one, for fall growth 
is root growth, which means a 
thick sod. The following are sug- 
gested steps for making a new 
lawn: 

(1) Add humus to soil — the 
poorer the soil, the more humus it 
needs. 

(2) Plow the lawn area. 

(3) Level the area, leaving a 
slight slope for drainage. 

(4) Feed, with balanced ferti- 
lizer, and firm the soil. once over 
with a roller if you have one. 

(5) Sow good grass seed, and 
rake over lightly. 

(6) Tramp the soil and keep it 
moist. 

Renovating Old Lawn 

For renovating an old lawn, cut 
the grass close, give a thorough 
raking over to loosen soil and get 
rid of crabgrass. Apply a complete 
fertilizer such as 5-10-5 and water 
in thoroughly. Spread sifted top 
soil with compost or peat moss

Sow a good 
grass seed mixture over entire 
area, using more on bare spots. 
Smooth over with back of rake, 
water thoroughly end keep wat-

In areas where Japanese beetles 
were so prevalent this summer, all 
lawn and grass areas should be 
treated now with DDT or Chlor- 
dane (according to directions of the 
product) to kill the grubs that 
will not only dsmage the grass 
roots, but appear as full sized 
beetles next summer to eat the 
flowers and plants. 

Last of all, take time out to en- 
joy September's mellow days and 
the glory of the garden, gay with 
the annuals, Asters, Dahlias and 
Chrysanthemums.

Mr. Mackey has a herd of 11 
that graze on 9 acres of Ladino 
clover orchard grass pasture. “By 
rotating my grazing land, I have 
»een able to come through the 
oresent drought without very mueh 
effect on my milk production,” 
says Mr. Mackey. He divides his 
pasture into sections and only al- 
lows his cows to graze one section 
at a time 


Two acres of the pasture land is 
not grazed at all until drought 
hits the area then the cows are 
allowed to graze this land about 
two hours each day. The pasture 
was topdressed in the spring. This 
is the way that Mr. Mackey kept 


his milk production up during the 
dry periods this summer. 

At the time the picture was 
made, the Mackeys were only milk- 
ing 6 cows. The rest of the herd 
of 11 were dry. From these six 
cows, however, they were getting 
25 gallons of milk a day. 

The Mackeys went into the dairy 
business in 1949. In addition to 
11 milk cows they have 10 artific- 
ially bred heifers. wne of the 
heifers is milking now. Mr. Mac- 
key really believes in the use of 
artificial breeding. He is secre- 
tary of the Transylvania Breeders 
Co-op. 

The dairy business must be pay- 
ing off for the Mackeys, as they 
are building a modern new home.

The medical treatment of lead 
poisoning is to a large extent symp- 
tomatic.

This month’s cover shows the 
new broiler house that Carl Fox of 
Swannanoa, North Carolina, just 
recently completed. It is 50 feet 
by 100 feet, two story constructed 
of lumber on a concrete block 
foundation. The house has a ca- 
pacity of 10,000 broilers allowing 
one full square foot per broiler. 
Mr. Fox is using the gravity sys- 
tem of watering his broilers. The 
house is constructed of rough lum- 
ber as it came from the sawmill. 
Rolled roofing is on the outside 
stripped at each lap so that the 
wind will not tear it off. Alum- 
inum roofing covers the two story 
house. 


Low Cost 


The News has had requests for 
more information concerning the 
article pertaining to the construc- 
tion of the pole cow lounging barn 
on the farm of Alex Crowell. Fol- 
lowing is the actual cost of con- 
struction of the 52 by 72 foot barn 
Creosoted poles and planks, $350, 
dressed lumber, $188; rough lum- 
ber, $325; roofing, aluminum, 
$702; gutter, $40; nails, $30; door 
hardware, $30; labor $200. This 
comes to a total of $1,865 for the 
complete barn.

It has a 
capacity of 90 tons of roughage 
baled or chopped, 40 to 50 head 
of beef cattle, 45 to 65 head of two- 
year old steers, 60 to 70 head of 
yearlings, 80 to 110 head of calves, 
13 to 18 head of dairy cows.

Let’s Not Go By Memory 
OME. poultrymen like to record 
the day the first egg is laid, 

how soon the pullets are laying 
fifty per cent, and when the pullets 
have changed the ledger from red 
to black. A good way to know 
these and other facts is to keep a 
record of the pullets. Keeping rec- 
ords is easy if you record the num- 
ber of eggs laid each day, the price 
per dozen, the amount of eggs sold, 
and the cost of feed purchased

House Pullets 
According to Maturity 

Do you have the laying house 
ready for the pullets? Has the 
house and equipment been cleaned 
and disinfected? Keep in mind 
that it is a good practice to get this 
task done well in advance of the 
time for housing. 


Pullets seldom mature evenly 
and for this reason the ones that 
start laying first should be housed 
together and the immature ones 
left on range. The early maturing 
pullets will drive the poorly de- 
veloped ones from the feed hop- 
pers. This results in too many 
culls. The less mature birds will 
make good layers if they can have 
a chance at the feed and water. The 
Extension Service is in favor of 
this system of housing pullets, s 
we urge you to try it as we believe 
you will be surprised at the num- 
ber of nice pullets that will develoy 
from the immature birds. 


Did you wish for dry litter last 
winter? Then you might find the 
answer this coming winter in se- 
curing the litter during the sum- 
mer and fall when it is dry and 
store it in some shed or building 
that is not in use. Dry litter placed 
in the house will remain dry a lot 
longer and stay in better condition 
than litter that is not thoroughly 
dried out. Deep litter will also re- 
main in better condition then shal- 
low floor litter. 


Disease Prevention 

Now is a good time to be think- 
ing about keeping those pullets 
that you are putting in the laying 
house healthy. The most efficient 
and economical method of control- 
ling disease lies in the use of pre- 
ventive measures. The old saying 
“an ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure,” certainly applies 
to poultry diseases. 

Most of the time medicines and 
treatment often cost more than the 
birds are worth. In most of the 
cases, diseases have a lasting ef- 
fect on egg production. Therefore 
preventive measures should be 
used 

Provide adequate floor space. 
This reduces the chances of canni- 
balism and the spread of disease 
by close contact and contaminated 
litter. 

Provide adequate ventilation but 
avoid drafts. Any sudden changes 
in the temperature or extremes in 
temperature will lower the resist- 
ance of the birds and make them 
more susceptible to disease. 

Use sanitary feeders and water- 
ers. The more fecal material and 
litter that gets into the feed and 
water, the more chances of spread- 
ing dis@ase. 

Cleaning the drinking fountains 
and feed vessels, perches, nests, 
floors, and the interior of the 
house with a good disinfectant be- 
fore moving each new lot into the 
laying house aids in disease pre- 
vention. 

Remove any unhealthy birds 
from the flock whenever they are 
observed. They are often carriers 
The birds should not 
be returned to the flock when and 
if they recover. It is better to sell 
them for meat. 

Do not allow pigeons and wild 
birds, especially sparrows and 
starlings, to roost in the houses or 
feed with the poultry. Extermi- 
nate rats and mice. They not only 
carry disease but eat the feed in- 
tended for the hens. This means 
less money in your pocket.

Kenneth McConnell of Weaver- 
ville has been chosen poultryman 
of the month by the News. 

Mr. McConnell is one man that 
relies on his broilers for a living. 
His houses will hold 17,000 birds 
at a time and he keeps them full 
the year round. The only time 
that empty is about a 
week after each bunch is sold, and 
this is for cleaning purposes. 

Two baches are run on the same 
litter before he completely cleans 
the houses. However, he uses the 
litter system. McCon- 
nell’s houses hold 5,000 with 2,500 
on each floor

Connell does not use the pen sys- 
tem. He allows the chicks to have 
freedom of the house.

By filling them to this 
level the chickens cannot waste 
the feed. 

Mr. McConnell looks after the 
17,000 chickens with the help of 
one hired man. This is made pos- 
sible by using automatic waterers 
and planning the day’s work. 

Mr. McConnell thinks the Fed- 
eration chickens are good and be- 
lieves they will be even better 
next year.
